unhappy eyes to all this and say, 
“But we need a change.’’ 


Witness 


Now, let’s call James A. Farley 
to the stand.

‘“‘And what does that mean? 

‘Since the people are more 
prosperous than ever before, we 
must change. 

“Since the farmers are more 
prosperous than ever before, we 
must change. 

‘Since the workers have more 
employment, with better wages 
and more rights than ever be- 
fore, we must change. 

‘Since business is thriving and 
legitimately profiting, we must 
change. 

“Now. we believe in change to 
meet changing conditions, but 
only if the change is for the 
better, and that is the kind of 
change we have made. 

“When a political party or 
group dares not face thé people 
with an: honest avowal of its 
principles and purposes it falls 
back on a clamor for ‘a change’.”’ 

That's that. 

Now, what further does Farley, 
who has never yet been charged 
by his worst enemy with dealing 
in falsehood, say? 

He says this: 

“The difference between the 
two candidates is that one is 
great soldier and the other a 
great statesman. and the presi- 
dency calls, as never before, for 
statesmanship in the presidency. 

“His ideas are Jeffersonian and 
his ideals are high. More than 
once since his nomination, he has 
startled and delighted the country 
by his courage and his frankness, 
qualities that befit him, and he 
has wrung editorial praise from 
the papers of the opposition. He 
is a crusader, not in words but 
in action, against incompetence 
and corruption. He is gntimately 
familiar with our foreign policy 
and he is not too lofty to receive 
confidential information from 
those who know.”’ 

Farley’s logic is bedrock. It 
is no wonder those Democrats 
who have deserted one of the 
greatest nominees in the history 
of the party are uneasily on the 
defensive. They may win, but 
they already are beginning to 
realize that even in victory they 
will have to live with themselves!

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General’s Crusade 


Is Weird Indeed! 


How completely cynical can a po- 
litical party get and how contemptuous 
of the intelligence of the American 
citizen? 

How completely hypocritical can a 
political candidate be? How can a man 
preach Old Guard reaction in the Middle 
West and Fair Deal liberalism in the in- 
dustrial East? : 

The weird campaign being conducted 
by the GOP and its nominee, General 
Eisenhower, is either an assumption of 
the stupidity of the American citizen or 
an insult to his intelligence. 

In his swing through the East, the 
general is outdoing the Fair Deal’s loud- 
est proponents in offering a bigger and 
better deal than they have ever known 
before—more housing, expanded social 
security, better medical care, a sounder 
doJlar, more education, no depressions 
or wars, and no worries. 

Total security, he offers. That is 
eye-opening, indeed—coming from a 
man who is on record on two different 
occasions as saying that such total se- 
curity can be found “in prison.” 

The guiding vrinciple of the Eisen- 
hower campaign has become “Any- 
thing to Win,” even to accepting the 
mouthings of one of the most despicable 
characters in American public life, Sen- 
ator McCarthy. 

Nothing the general can say in the 
East can erase his isolationist and re- 
actionary statements in Indiana and the 
Midwest. No matter how “liberal” he 
sounds, he cannot cancel the statements 
authored by the Tafts, Jenners, and 
Dirksens in that area. 

His stand on corruption becomes pale 
indeed when he embraces “My Boy” 
Richard Nixon. 

His speech in South Carolina was 
written by Jimmy Byrnes and tailored 
for the Southern vote. He is for states’ 
rights and against FEPC down here. 
He preaches equal opportunity where it 
will catch votes. 

He is for a strong national defense 
program, yet promises reckless tax re- 
ductions that would denude the nation’s 
defenses. He promises international co- 
operation and yet the group that has 
dominated and captured his campaign 
are the isolationists who, since 1917, 
have fought every workable move to 
curb communism and to eliminate the 
causes of wars. He damns policies he 
helved to make. 

The truth, as Sen. Wayne Morse has 
s0 ably pointed out, is that General Ei- 
senhower has betrayed with ‘“uncon- 
scionable compromises with the reac- 
tionaries of the Republican Party” those 
who were responsible for his nomina- 
tion. Disclaimers to the contrary are 
not convincing to the Oregon senator. 
“T know he has,” he declares. So do we. 

One principle after another has been 
abandoned, discarded, or compromised. 
The leader of the “great crusade” has 
surrendered his future and that of the 
American’ nation, should he be elected, 
to the Old Guard professionals and iso- 
lationists—the tools of special interests.

We Must Defend More 


Than Just Our Cities 


The New York Times, which sup- 
ports the candidacy of General Eisen- 
hower for the presidency, unhesitantly 
places the “magnificent smear” of Sen. 
Joe McCarthy in its proper place in its 
Tuesday morning edition. In its lead 
editorial, The Times says: 


“The widely advertised speech of 
Senator McCarthy has been deliv- 
ered, and the republic still stands. 
The junior senator from Wisconsin, 
who. has made his way to national 
fame and political fortune via the 
route of wild charges, gross distor- 
tions and assorted forms of dema- 
goguery, said nothing last night in 
one way or another he has not said 
before. He preys on fear; he stirs up 
hatred: he uses every device to de- 
stroy the confidence of Americans in 
each other. Playing right into the 
hands of Moscow, he undermines one 
of the essential ingredients of a lib- 
eral democracy. We have seen it 
happen before in other countries; we 
neither want nor intend to see it hap- 
pen here. McCarthyism is not the 
way for Americans to defend their 
security.” 


In view of the McCarthy blast and 
the same tactics that are being used to 
smear opponents of the county unit 
amendment in Georgia—both designed 
to take the voter’s mind off the real 
issues—we would take this opportunity 
also to call attention to this courageous 
statement by noted Judge Learned 
Hand as reported in the same publi- 
cation: ; 

“Risk for risk, for myself I had 
rather take my chance that some traitors 
will escape detection than spread abroad 
a spirit of general suspicion and dis- 
trust, which accepts rumor and gossip

in place of undismayed and unintimi- 
dated inquiry.” 

Of course, we must seek out traitors 
and punish them. They could provide 
the means for destruction of our na- 
tion in these troublous times. They 
must be hunted relentlessly and elimi- 
nated, but in the hunting we must not 
ourselves destroy that which the enemy 
seeks to destroy for us. Evaluating 
Judge Hand’s statement, The Times says 
editorially: 

“But what we have to defend is 
more than cities, more even than the 
lives of any one generation. What we 
have to defend, as Judge Hand said, 
is freedom of speech and press, free- 
dom of religion, due process of law 
and equal protection of the law. What 
we have to defend is ‘freedom of dis- 
sent’ and ‘faith in the eventual su- 
premacy of reason.’ What we have 
to defend is faith in each other. Of 
what avail are armies or the. material 
equipment of defense if we must live 
in a world ‘where each man begins 
to eye his neighbor as a possible en- 
emy, where nonconformity with the 
accepted creed, political as well as 
religious, is a mark of disaffection, 
where denunciation, without specifi- 
cation or backing, takes the place of 
evidence?’ 

“This republic will stand, and so 
will the great free Western commu- 
nity of which it is a part, if we con- 
tinue to believe and to act in the 
spirit and confidence of our ancient 
freedoms. This, one assumes, is why 
Judge Hand chose this moment to say 
what he did say.”

Roads Already Get 


Motor Vehicle Revenue 


Friends of proposed Constitutional 
Amendment No. 2—the Highway de- 
partment, auto dealers, petroleum prod- 
ucts dealers and county commissioners 
among others—argue that the motor 
fuel tax is a benefit tax and that there 
is no excuse for a high gasoline tax un- 
less the proceeds are used on roads. 

We grant in the main the validity 
of that argument. 

Let’s look now to see how the Gen- 

eral Assembly has felt about this 
matter. 
» Last year, the motor fuel tax and 
the license tag fees amounted to $57,- 
437,493.01. In the same year the High- 
way department was allotted $56,486,- 
923.66 for roads and bridges. 

If you add to that amount the ap- 
propriation of about $2,000,000 to the 
State Patrol for traffic control and safe- 
ty, it becomes evident that the motor 
fuel tax and tag fees are being used in 
Georgia for roads and for traffic control. 

Traffic control, incidentally, is a 
legitimate use for gasoline tax and li- 
cense plate revenue. 

Maintenance of the State Patrol and 
the promotion of safety does not enter 
into the’ proposed amendment. The 
questions arises whether this vital state 
function will become a stepchild if the 
amendment is adopted. 

On Amendment No. 2 we restate our 
position. 

We favor the assignment of the 
equivalent of gasoline tax and other 
revenue from motor vehicles users, and 
more, too, to highways and highway 
patrol. But we choose to stay with 
legislative appropriation rather than to 
return to the system of constitutional 
allocation which proved unsatisfactory 
in the past.

Are We Seeing 
The Real Ike? 


WASHINGTON—A big question, involving 
basic human character, is raised by an 
llth-hour presidential campaign develop- 

va ment. Apologists for 

Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 

hower are seeking to 

rationalize some of his 
campaign tactics at which 
they have winced. They 

‘ are saying, parrotlike, 
one after another, that 
he did things of which 
they disapprove in order 
to win the election but, 
after he becomes presi- 
dent — if he does — why, 

then he will again become the ‘‘real Ike.” 

Are we not now, in fact, seeing the ‘‘real 
Ike?” 

In other words, if he is willing to com- 
promise himself to the extent he has to win 
the presidency, won’t he be willing equally 
to compromise himself afterward? 


Furthermore, has not the general, in the 
event he gets to the White House, already 
laid away trouble for himself by his cam- 
paign compromises and what they reveal 
about him? This is suggested in very prac- 
tical ways—the practical ways in which poli- 
ticians operate, as distinct from generals. 

Take first the case of Senator Taft. It 
can be argued logically in practical politics 
that Senator Taft had to be drawn back 
into the picture. But the way the general 
did that immediately gave the senator the 
upper hand.

But, further than that, by his tacit bless- — 


ing, the general released Joe McCarthy who 
thereupon turned loose all over the country 
the most reckless, irresponsible and slan- 
derously abusive wave of campaigning such 
as has not been seen in a presidential elec- 
tion in a long, long time. 

Nor can the general’s own treatment of 
Korea, the way he has held out hopes which 
he knows can’t be realized. That certainly 
has its effects beyond our own borders—in 
the Kremlin, for example, and among our 
own Allies, quarters where our presidential 
campaigns are takén more seriously than 
we pretend to take them, though this is a 
year when we should take the campaign 
more seriously than we seem to be doing. 


General Eisenhower’s compromise to win 
the election are more noticeable perhaps be- 
cause of the contrast offered by his oppo- 
nent. Governor Stevenson has demonstrated 
that a candidate for president does not have 
to play fast and loose with such fundamental 
issues as our traditional freedoms and our 
foreign policy. 

He may lose the election, but he’ll keep 
his self-respect.

In 
a brusque communication from my male 
parent, Judge G. P. Martin, of Commerce, 
he expresses pique with me. “I thought I 
had raised you up to tell, and write, nothing 
but the truth,” he says firmly. “And now I 
read in the paper some fool statement you 
made about your great-granddaddy leaving 
Virginia back in George Washington’s time, 
driving a hog. That is a misstatement of 
fact. He left Virginia, and arrived in Geor- 
gia, some time in the late 1700 and he was 
carrying with him his two dearest posses- 
sions—a muzzle loading rifle and a possum 
dog.’”’ ’ 

He then went on to point out that any- 
body in his right mind would know that no 
man on earth could drive a hog from Vir- 
ginia to Georgia, on foot, 

either through the path- 

less forests of that day, or 

on the macadamized high- 

ways of the present. A 

hog is an animal with a 

mind of its own, and you 

could no more lead one 

across country, or drive 

one, or transport it in 

any other manner that de- 

pended upon its own loco- 

sil | motion, than you could 
lead, or drive, a bumblebee the same dis- 
tance. A hound dog, on the other hand, is 
different. All that a man needs to lead a 
hound dog from one end of the earth to the 
other is to pick up a shotgun and light out. 

I gathered from my father’s historical 
narrative that my great-great-granddaddy 
and his hound made fair speed across coun- 
try. He left Virginia in May and by the mid- 
dle of August had reached Tallulah Falls, 
Ga., where he took off his  buckskins, 
and being a man of great physical strength, 
who could carry a hogshead of tobacco on 
each shoulder, he stood directly beneath that 
thundering cataract and took the first shower 
he had had since spring. 

Refreshed by his brief session under the 
great falls of the Tallulah, he then turned 
south and west until he came to a bold 
flowing spring that broke from the living 
rock at a spot which now lies in the heart 
of Homer, Ga., though the spring has since 
dried up, due to the heavy demands of the 
later population. Looking about, he foresaw 
that this place would soon grow into a great 
metropolis, and being a man who did not 
like to feel hemmed in by neighbors, he 
then moved on to a spot on the Grove River. 

Here, in a grove of trees where a heavy 
fall of mast indicated that he would never 
suffer from a lack of acorns, hickory nuts, 
and other forest delicacies for his table, he 
settled down happily with his hound, fighting 
a few Indians now and then for exercise, 
but on the whole living a: most tranquil life 
among the sylvan solitudes. Where and who 
and why he married, my father does not 
say, but evidently he wed somebody, for he 
goes on to say that here he raised a large 
family from which have sprung many noted 
coon-hunters, catfishermen, and robbers of 
bee trees, with a few redoubtable hoe-hands 
and cotton pickers among the more domes- 
ticated ones. 

“Some of them,” he adds, ‘‘served for 
brief periods in the Georgia Legislature, and 
others served time, for somewhat longer 
periods, at other places. But they were all 
fine folks, free and independent, and they did 
not take nothing from nobody. I am just 
writing this to keep the record straight. I 
do not like to see a man libel his own fore- 
bears.”’

Pulse of the Public 


Campaign by General Eisenhower Is 


Display of Irresponsible Leadership 


Durham, N. C.—Recently groups of fac- 
ulty members from universities in several 
sections of the country have issued state- 
ments in favor of Stevenson. Some 140 fac- 
ulty members of Duke University have also 
declared their active support of: the Steven- 
son candidacy. This serves as an occasion to 
inquire into the causes of such unusual po- 
litical actions on the part of university fac- 
ulty members. 

It is the purpose of this letter to suggest 
that, in addition to concern with major issues 
of foreign and domestic policy, this action 
springs from an awareness of an indirect, 
though developing, threat to the psycho- 
logical bases of our political system. 


Democracy stands not only for a set of 
general values rooted in the concepts of 
the dignity of the individual but also for 
the kind of methods agreed upon for the 
determination of specific values, and their 
implementation by specific representatives. 


Tne mechanics of uncoerced vote casting 
and counting remain democratic only when 
the individual decisions involved have been 
arrived at under certain basic conditions. 
These must include adequate access to rele- 
vant facts, warranted trust in the sources 
of information, and alternative formulations 
and constructive solutions from which voters 
can choose. Responsible and _ farsighted 
leadership is an obvious requirement for 
the realization of these conditions. On the 
other hand, irresponsible leadership not only 
fails to promote democracy but actively 
tends to undermine its necessary psycholog- 
ical conditions. 


Incompatible promises to different eco- 
nomic, sectional or racial groups, tacit per- 
mission for one’s political subordinates or 
associates to exploit such basic desires as 
that for peace in ways inconsistent with 
one's formally stated positions, support of 
party congressional candidates without re- 
gard to their voting record or the integrity 
of their past political practiees, failure to 
appreciate that acceptance of undesirable 
political means inevitably, affects the pos- 
sibility of achieving desirable political ends 
—these are clear symptoms of irresponsible 
leadership. 

In this campaign Eisenhower has con- 
spicuously and, in the light of the present 
world situation, tragically displayed such ir- 
responsible actions. That he may be un- 
aware of their fundamental significance for 
the political position which he is seeking is 
the more alarming. Stevenson both in ex- 
plicit statement and in practice has avoided 
thein, and has exemplified. the positive 
qualities of responsible leadership to an un- 
usual degree. 

An appreciation of the bearing of these 
considerations on the preservation of essen- 
tial conditions of our democratic system 
surely is a vital factor in the conspicuous 
concern of university faculty members both 
in the outcome of the approaching election 
and in the manner of its determination.

All of that vast 
army of people are fighting m the war 
against sickness. 

Of course, many people say that sickness 
is the concern of our physicians, nurses, 
pharmacists, dentists and hospitals. They 
have the resources to deal with disease and 
it should not be the concern of the minister. 
His concern should be the soul of man, and 
let others look after the physical body, many 
believe. 

But our men of science do not share that 
belief. Once they did but not now. We used 
to talk about the conflict between science 
and religion. That conflict was very real 
and perhaps necessary because the conflict 
was actually not between science and reli- 
gion, but rather between science and super- 
stition. 

There was the old medicine man of sav- 
agery out of whose practice grew many 
superstitions.

By tying together

Community, the dollar and the 
pound sterling and a third unit 
expected to evolve from the six-

Your Figure

In middle age when we con- 
tinue to eat cake and all the 
other calories, nothing happens 
suddenly. No, but slowly, too 
slowly, we grow wider. None- 
theless it seems my dieters would 
hike me to find some way for 
them to eat at least a part of 


their cake calories and keep their 
figures too. 

I found that on the subject of 
desserts whether you take them 
occasionally or leave them strict- 
ly alone depends on the _indi- 
vidual. An occasional dessert is 
quite in order... in fact, I think 
it takes the boredom out of very 
strict dieting. Dieters have 
asked for some low-calorie des- 
sert suggestions which allow 100 
to 150 calories for daily desserts. 
Here they are: 

Fruit and cheese are a highly 
satisfying combination—one 
ounce cube of cheese plus half 
a tart apple or mellow pear; or 
a whole apple and a half ounce 
of cheese. 

Frdzen fruits provide delicious 
desserts for dieters. Frozen cube 
pineapple or luscious strawber- 
ries, raspberries, peaches or 
apricots are all a treat. One 
four-ounce serving of these fruits, 
which is a third of a package, 
contains about 100 calories. Of 
course, cream on fruit boosts the 
calories. 

A combination of fresh fruit 
makes a perfect low-calorie des- 
sert. Mixed diced oranges, 
halved grapes, cubed apple or 
pear, and a few slices of banana 
plus a little orange juice. If 
more sweetening is desired, add 
a tablespoon or two of syrup 
from canned fruit. Or sweeten 
with liquid sucaryl or powdered 
sacchrine.
